Succumbs After a Long 


Illness 


John B. Heim, formerly 
mayor 


and assemblyman of Madison and 
•resident of this city for 
67 years 


died at his home, 406 Washburn 
place at 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
Death was due to heart failure. 


Mr. Heim has been in poor health 


for eight months and for the past 
five weeks has been confined to his 
beJ practicably all of the time. He 
was 71 years old' Jxily 15, having 
come to Wisconsin from. Rochester, 
N. Y. in 1852 at the age of four. 
.A book-binder by t trade, he had 
becorne interested in'the growth of 
Madison and in 1833 became the 
city's first superintendent of water 
works. He served in this capacity 
27 years, retiring in 1910. 


Two years later he was elected 


mayor, serving until 1914. At the 
end-of his term he was elected as- 
semblyman serving one term ir. the 
legislature. He retired from pub- 
lic .life in 1916. 


Mr. Heim was a well known -work- 


er in many local societies being a 
member of the;,Kjnights of Colum- 
bus, "Catholic Anights of Wisconsin 
and the St Michael society. 
From 


.1908 to 1916 he was president of the 
Spattiverband of Wisconsin, the. 
state union of Catholic societies. 


He served as president of the St. 


Michael society for 22 years 
and 


was in that office at the time of his 
death although he had not been ac- 
tive for the past two years.

Minority views, presented by Sen- 


ator Ransdell, Louisiana, expressed 
agreement in the plan to continue 
the sugar board, with authority for 
ts purchase of Cuban, sugar, but 
opposed giving the beard power to 
>uy and sell domestic sugar as an 
unwarranted interference with' nat- 
ural economic laws and as likely to 
unduly depress* prices of Louisiana 
and other domestic sugar. • 


Senator McNary's report suggest- 


ed that-present'conditions -were 
largely psychological due to, fears 
of future shortages.

Data in the hands of the commit- 


tee, the report stated, showed that 
about 730,000 tons of Cuban and do- 
mestic sugar were available for dis- 
tribution until Jan. 1, which should 
meet the needs of the country. The 
world shortage of sugar was esti-

tons over the 


pre-war average.

"1. That «U radical-«l«ments and 


all I. W. W. leaders are earnest ad- 
vocates of prohibition, as they as- 
sert that it is driving into the rad- 
ical groups many men who in nor- 
mal times were lawabiding labor 
unionists, and'the I. W. TV. is con- 
stantly preaching more.pay and a 
six hour day. 
"2. That the labor union members 


pass through . two . stages. First 
they pass resolutions demanding 
the return of beer and light wines 
and then they turn to the I. W. W., 
taking out red cards of membership. 


"3. That prohibition merely pats 


B bon on good liquor nrd a premium 
on hair oil, wood alcohol mixtures, 
patent medicines with a high per- 
centage of alcohol, and other dan- 
gerous chemical compounds, as bev- 
erages. 
"4. That a new kind of disaster 


has been added to the police lists— 
''death due to drinking wood alco- 
hol.' 
"5. The number of drug addicts 


is vastly increased in all of the. cit- 
ies, and that there is more crime. 


"6; That in some of the western 


cities fully 60 per cent of the people 
are brewing beer at hom2,^-ond the 
farmers are making various wines 
and hard cider.

to remain in continuous session, lo 
a person familiar with the work ef 
present day legislatures the acts and 
deliberations of some of the _logisla- 
tures in Wisconsin in territorial days 
and during tho first years -of state- 
hood seem at timea.humorous. Many 
of the powers then exercised by tac 
legislatures have since been trans- 
ferred to the courts. 
In thofio days divorces were grant-

or more. At that session five spc-c- 
i»l applications for divorce were pre- 
sented, two in the council and three 
in the house, "upon all of which ad- 
verse reports were made by commit- 
tee except that of John J. Dnggs. 


Granting of Divorce 


In the latter case a bill was pass-

All dam sites had to get their

Of 
the 665 water power grants by the 
legislature prior to 1907^ .the reports 
show that 224 were to improve log 
driving, 227 -were for hydraulic pur- 
poses and a large number of the re- 
maining acts were for piscaculture 
and to create marshes for the rais- 
ing of cranberries. All of these 
matters took so much time that the 
duties of issuing the permits has 
been conferred upon an administra- 
tive body. 


Gave Corporation Powers 


Before the general 
corporation 


law was passed all corporations had 
to havo a special law passed giving 
them power. Upwards of a score ol 
new corporations are now organiz- 
ed daily and many years ago the 
power of admitting corporations to 
5o business in the state was trans- 
ferred by the legislature to the sec- 
retary of state. It required a spe- 
cial act ofrthe.legislature-wi 1846, 
tor example, to incorporate the Ro- 
chester cemetery company of Ko- 
chester, Eacino county, and. give J. 
power to hold and sell real estate.
